The Pitoeniae Identified by the Sheriff 
of Orange County. ~ 


The Arrest Accomplished by a Constable 
Who Had Received a Postal Card 
Description of the Mach- 

Sought Man. 


_By Telegraph to The Times. 


San Dizso, Aug. 10.—[Special.] Con- 
stable S. A. L. Wood and D. M. Knowles 
of Mesa Grande brought to this city 
this morning a Mexican whom they had 
arrested on suspicion of being Francisco 
Torres, the murderer of William Mc- 
Kelvey; foreman of Mme. Modjeska’s 
ranch in the Santiago Cafion, near 
Santa Ana. They lodged their prisoner 
in jail and informed Theodore Lacey, 
Sheriff of Orange county, of the arrest. 
Sheriff Lacey came here on the evening 
train and immediately repaired to the 
jail, where he identified the prisoner as 
the man wanted. 

Constable Wood says of the arrest: 
“I received a postal card onthe 8th, 
giving a description of Torres. Yes- 
terday morning I had to go over to see 
a justice of the peace. On the way 1 
passed through Rancheria to get another 
manto accompany me. I noticed a 
little Mexican sitting in the brush, and 
happened to think of my postal, but had 
left it with my deputy. I went on and 
did not return. At night when I got 
back to Mesa Grande I entered Gedney’s 
store, and tomy surprise Torres was 
sitting there. Deputy Knowles was also 
sitting there with the card, and after I 
had read it and looked again at the 
fellow, I knew he was our man and 
said so to Knowles. 

“I then asked several of the men who 
Torres was. Jesus Arguillar said his 
name was Francisco Torres and that he 
knew him at Santa Ana. Stephen Soto 
also called him by name. I didn’t want 
any tongue, but arrested him at once. 
The men who identified him for me were 
diout what he was 
charged with. Torres denied that to be 
his name and said that he had done 
me vmiaoh to be arrested for. I got a 
on and took him to.Foster’s 
and this niorming we boarded 
the train for San Diego. Torressays he 
don’t understand English, but I know 
better. I brought him part way in 
irons. Hesayshe has been chopping

A DIPLOMAT’S AT’S DOWNFALL. 


Chinese “Minister at 
Going Home in Disgrace. 


Cuicaco, Aug. 10.—|By the Associ- 


The 


ated Press.| A special from Washing- 


tonto the Daily. Newssays: ‘Diplo- 
matic circles are considerably agitated 
over the announcement that Minister 
Tsui, the Chinese representative to this 
country, is about to be recalled, owing 
to the Chinese Emperor’s displeasure at 
the prominence which that minister 
took in the negotiations by which Count 
Mitkiewics and other shady speculators 
proposed to establish an international 
bank in China which would abrorb all 
the failroads, telegraph lines, etc., of 
the Orient. The proposed recall of the 
minister comes so soon after’China’s re- 
jection of ex-Senator Blair as United 
States Minister to that country that the 
two events are being linked together. 
Minister Tsui was mainly instrumental 
in having Blair rejected: and as a result 
the friends of the ex-Senator have for 
some time been longing to retaliate by 
having Minister Tsui recalled. The 
State Department officials have shared 


this feeling to a considérable extent.. 


As a result Mr. Tsui has had a hard 
diplomatic lot since he had Biair de- 
posed. 


A Threatened Strike Averted. 
PittspurGH, Aug.10.—The differences 
between the iron manufacturers and 


| Amalgamated Association have been 


adjusted at the conference, which ad- 
journed at 10:80 o’clockéonight, after 
an agreement was reached and the 
scale signed. Thus the threatened 
strike of iron-workers in this .city and 
the§West is averted. The settlement 
only affected the Pittsburgh district, 
but it is thought the manufacturers of 
the Shenango and Mahoning valleys and 
the West will fall into line and sign the 
scale. The Pittsburgh mills will resume 
at once and the valley and western 
mills will follow in a fewdays. The 
settlement does not affect the Home- 
stead mill directly in any way. 


Gained Freedom by an Invention. 

Beri,’ Aug. 10.—The inventive 
genius of an officer named Thomas, of 
the German artillery, who was in 1884 
sentenced to eleven years for treason, 
today resulted in his release under a 
commutation of sentence. During his 
incarceration he invented a process 
which is a great improvement upon the 
methods now employed in the construc- 
tion of cannon. The governmentwas 
notified by the prison officials anda 
committee of officers, after visiting the 
prison, reported it a most valuable dis- 
cove Thomas was today given his 
liberty and will become wealthy from 
his invention.

-Allthe attorneys engaged 
in the prosecution of the Homestead riot 
cases have within the week received sev- 
eral letters of a threatening character, 
but they have little, if any, fear of 
threats coming froma man who is afraid 
to sign his name,”

atrocity in Chile are received, It was 


the shooting, robbing and brutal treat- 
ment by bandits of two prominent fam- 
ilies. Don Jogé Miguel Valesco Cotapos 
and family, while en route to Santiago, 
stopped at San Juan del Peral. Aboot 
7:30 Saturday evening Valesto, in com- 
pany with members of his family, was 
in a room which opennd on to a corri- 
dor of the house, when a murmer of 
voices was heard. Valesco, unsus- 
pecting danger, opened the door, when 
he was shot in the left cheek, 

the ball lodging in his brain. He fell 
mortally wounded. Valesco then was 
pounced upon by one of the bandits, who 
bound his arms and robbing him of 
money and jewels, ieft him to the other 
bandits, who clubbed the dying man in 
the head with the butt “ey of the car- 
bines. 

Mrs. Valesco, seizing two children, 
took refuge in an adjoining room, while 
two daughters fled into the yard. The 
bandits quickly traced Mrs. Valesco and 
after maltreating her, bound her hands 
and feet. They took out her earrings 
and stripped her of her jewelry, threat- 


‘ening to kill her if she made the slight- 


est noise. Others pursugd Miss Sara 
Valesco, firing at her as she fled across 
the yard withtwochildren. Shesought 
refuge near the kitchen where the ser- 
vant had already fled, but was quickly 
traced, and she too was bound hand and 
foot and maltreated. 

The butler, who started to assist his 
master, was felled to the ground insen- 
sible, and being dragged to where 
Valesco lay dead, was thrown across 
the body, Don Andrews Parades, hear- 
ing the shots, accompanied by his son, 
started for the scene. They had not 
gone far, however, before they were 
fired upon by some bandits who were on 
guard, and Pa ades soon fell wounded 
through the 

After plundering the house the ban- 
dits left, and those who succeeded in 
hiding from them came out and un- 
bound the victims. The gang numbered 
about twenty and their faces were cov- 
ered with hazdkerchiefs. They were 
far from being of the vulgar class. 

At the same time three men asked to 
be allowed to remain for the night at 
the house of Don José Mercedes Leal at 
Robleria. Inthe middle of the night 
they arose, forcedan entrance to the 
host’s bedroom and stabbed him and his 
wife todeath. Aten-year-old son es- 


| caped and later identified two men, who 


have since beemarrested on suspicion 
of complicity.

SANTA ANA. 

The Orange County Fair grounds were 
visited. yesterday by Tae Times reporter 
and a busier place cannot be found in the 
county. The race track is, of course, at 
this time the center of attraction, and from 
early in the morning until high noon, high- 
bred trotters, pacers and runners are con- 
stantly going and conting from stable to 
track and track to stable. At times a dozen 
or more horses of different gaits are on the 
track,some going one way and some the 
other, around the track, each one seeming 
to be oblivious of the presence of the others. 
Itis aninteresting sight besides being a 
very good place to gather in a few valuabie 
pointers for the coming fall races. 

To the reporter’s knowledge there never 

as been a race in Southern Califernia that 
has excited the interest of the people gen- 
erally so much asthe coming great mixed 
race between Silkwood and McKinney—the 
prides of Orange and Los Angeles counties 
—promises to excite and interest them. 
Therefore, whén Silkwood made his appear- 
ance on the track terday for his daily 
“constitutional” all eyes were turned on 
him. The handsome black stallion was 
jogged around the track for four and one- 
half miles and then sent a quarter witb 
boots in0:314%. After walking him around 
on the back stretch he was started at the 
half notch with arunning mate and came 
down the home stretch a half length ahead 
of his mate in 1:04%. He was then taken 
to the stable for about fifteen minutes and 
again brought out to gohis mile. After 
walking half way round the track and 
jogging back he scored alone, making the 
first quarter in 0:32%, thesecond in 0:31, 
the third in 0:36, and the last quarter in 
0:34%, making the mile in 2:15%. The 
last half was made with a running mate. 

This is Silkwood's fastest mile in public 
and demonstrates the fact that his speed is 
not really known, perhaps, by any one but 
his owner. As the time for the great race 
approaches it becomes more and more ap- 
parent that the race will be one of the 
greatest ever made in Southern California 
and that neither horse is likely to have a 
walk-over. 

ANOTHER FALSE ALARM. 

The report early yesterday morning that 
Torres had been seen in Silverado Cajfion 
Tuesday morning, and that he had shot at 
a fourteeryear-old boy, the son of Taylor 
B. Friend, who was in the mountains hunt- 
ing his horses, created considerable of a 
stir among the officers for a short time. 
Sheriff Lacy at once proceeded to the moun- 
tains, and, upon investigation, found that 
it was not Torres who did the shooting, but 
a white mountaineer, who was out hunting. 
The hunter had shot.at a rabbit, not notic- 
ing that the boy was near him. The boy 
believing it to be the desperado who had 
fired the gun ran to the house as fast as he 
could and told how Torres had shot at him. 
He stood so close to him, the boy said, that 
he could see the scar on his face, his large 
mouth, black pants and all.
